of Hearch 4, 1958, for our opinion as to whether housekecpers 
employed by public welfare recipients, whose wages are paid from 
funds included in the recipient's crants, are employees of the ~ 
State or of the recipient for Social Security purposed. You 
advice that these housekeopers do donestic work, render Incidental 
nursing care, are hired by. and subject to the control of the 
recipient. 


Under the definitions contained in 
sections 210(k) and 218(b)(3) of the Social Security Act, an 
employee is described as "an 4yyiividual who under the usual come- 
mon law rules applici ble in determining an euployar-omployes 
relationship, has the status of an employee.” In view of the 
above, the housekeepers in question carmmot be construed as State 

° employees for Social Security purposes and the State is not re- 
quired to report the wages of these individuals. |
